If  the  legislation  passes,  the  following  Building  Code  fees  would  change:  1)  the  fee  for 
“Report  of  Residential  Records”  would  be  amended  from  $100  to  $160  to  reflect  the 
previously  approved  amount;  2)  the  $210  fee  for  “Building  Numbers”  changes  at  each 
entrance  would  include  lot  numbers;  and  3)  the  $104  per  annum  fee  for  the  demolition 
“Notice  of  application  and  permit  issuance  by  area/interested  parties”  would  be  calculated  per 
each  area.

Each  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by  the 
President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City  representatives,  except  that 
public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for  twice  the  amount  of  the  public 
testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used,  speakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public 
testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting  translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  w ant 
a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for  display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document 
when  they  want  the  screen  to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting.

If  the  legislation  passes,  the  fee  for  appeals  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  environmental 
determinations  and  decisions  by  the  Planning  Commission,  shall  be  codified  to  reflect  the  adjusted 
consumer  price  index  increase  from  $500  to  $521  (Administrative  Code,  Section  31.22(a));  of  which,  a 
$1 1 1 surcharge  shall  be  added  to  conditional  use  or  planned  unit  development  application  fees  and  all 
fees  listed  in  Administrative  Code,  Section  31.22(a).  These  fees  are  collected  to  compensate  the 
Planning  Department  for  administrative  costs,  with  $1 1 1 being  routed  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
compensate  for  the  costs  of  appeals. 

In  accordance  with  Section  67.7-1  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  persons  who  are 
unable  to  attend  the  hearing  on  this  matter  may  submit  written  comments  to  the  City  prior  to  the  time 
the  hearing  begins.

Meeting  Procedures 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  The  Board  has 
several  standing  committees  where  ordinances  and  resolutions  are  the  subject  of  hearings  at  which  members  of 
the  public  are  urged  to  testify.  The  full  Board  does  not  hold  a second  public  hearing  on  measures  which  have 
been  heard  in  committee. 

Board  procedures  do  not  permit:  1)  persons  in  the  audience  to  vocally  express  support  or  opposition  to 
statements  by  Supervisors  or  by  other  persons  testifying;  2)  ringing  and  use  of  cell  phones,  pagers,  and  similar 
sound-producing  electronic  devices;  3)  bringing  in  or  displaying  signs  in  the  meeting  room;  and  4)  standing  in 
the  meeting  room. 

Each  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by  the 
President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City  representatives,  except  that 
public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for  twice  the  amount  of  the  public 
testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used,  speakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public 
testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting  translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want 
a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for  display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document 
when  they  want  the  screen  to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting. 

IMPORTANT  INFORMATION:  The  public  is  encouraged  to  testify  at  Committee  meetings.  Persons  unable  to 
attend  the  meeting  may  submit  to  the  City,  by  the  time  the  proceedings  begin,  written  comments  regarding  the 
agenda  items  above.

Know  Your  Rights  Under  The  Sunshine  Ordinance 

Government's  duty  is  to  serve  the  public,  reaching  its  decision  in  full  view  of  the  public.  Commissions,  boards, 
councils,  and  other  agencies  of  the  City  and  County  exist  to  conduct  the  people's  business.  This  ordinance 
assures  that  deliberations  are  conducted  before  the  people  and  that  City  operations  are  open  to  the  people's 
review.

Each  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by  the 
President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City  representatives,  except  that 
public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for  twice  the  amount  of  the  public 
testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used,  speakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public 
testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting  translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want 
a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for  display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document 
when  they  want  the  screen  to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting.

If  the  legislation  passes,  the  fee  charged  for  final  report  and  certification,  pursuant  to 
Health  Code,  Section  22A.11,  shall  be  codified  to  reflect  the  current  standard  rates  as 
calculated  by  the  City  Controller,  pursuant  to  Health  Code,  Section  22A.  19(b).  The  legislation 
will  update  the  initial  fee,  set  in  2008,  from  $501  to  $609.51,  and  each  additional  hour  exceeding 
three  hours  shall  be  updated  from  $167  to  $203.17.  The  proposed  fee  shall  expand  the 
geographic  areas  for  which  this  section  applies  and  to  include  hazardous  substance  levels  in 
groundwater  testing,  along  with  current  soil  sampling  and  analysis.  The  fee  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  to  defray  the  costs  of  document  processing  and  review, 
consultation  with  applicants,  and  administration.

Each  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by  the 
President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City  representatives,  except  that 
public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for  twice  the  amount  of  the  public 
testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used,  speakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public 
testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting  translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want 
a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for  display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document 
when  they  want  the  screen  to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting.

Each  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by  the 
President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City  representatives,  except  that 
public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for  twice  the  amount  of  the  public 
testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used,  speakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public 
testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting  translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want 
a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for  display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document 
when  they  want  the  screen  to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting.

Each  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by  the 
President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City  representatives,  except  that 
public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for  twice  the  amount  of  the  public 
testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used,  speakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public 
testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting  translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want 
a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for  display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document 
when  they  want  the  screen  to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting.

Board  procedures  do  not  permit:  1)  persons  in  the  audience  to  vocally  express  support  or  opposition  to 
statements  by  Supervisors  or  by  other  persons  testifying;  2)  ringing  and  use  of  cell  phones,  pagers,  and  similar 
sound-producing  electronic  devices;  3)  bringing  in  or  displaying  signs  in  the  meeting  room;  and  4)  standing  in 
the  meeting  room. 

Each  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by  the 
President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City  representatives,  except  that 
public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for  twice  the  amount  of  the  public 
testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used,  speakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public 
testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting  translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want 
a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for  display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document 
when  they  want  the  screen  to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting. 

IMPORTANT  INFORMATION:  The  public  is  encouraged  to  testify  at  Committee  meetings.  Persons  unable  to 
attend  the  meeting  may  submit  to  the  City,  by  the  time  the  proceedings  begin,  written  comments  regarding  the 
agenda  items  above.

Each  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by  the 
President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City  representatives,  except  that 
public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for  twice  the  amount  of  the  public 
testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used,  speakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public 
testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting  translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want 
a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for  display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document 
when  they  want  the  screen  to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting.

The  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  The  Board  has 
several  standing  committees  where  ordinances  and  resolutions  are  the  subject  of  hearings  at  which  members  of 
the  public  are  urged  to  testify.  The  full  Board  does  not  hold  a second  public  hearing  on  measures  which  have 
been  heard  in  committee. 

Board  procedures  do  not  permit:  1)  persons  in  the  audience  to  vocally  express  support  or  opposition  to 
statements  by  Supervisors  or  by  other  persons  testifying;  2)  ringing  and  use  of  cell  phones,  pagers,  and  similar 
sound-producing  electronic  devices;  3)  bringing  in  or  displaying  signs  in  the  meeting  room;  and  4)  standing  in 
the  meeting  room. 

Each  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by  the 
President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City  representatives,  except  that 
public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for  twice  the  amount  of  the  public 
testimony  time  limit.

The  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  The  Board  has 
several  standing  committees  where  ordinances  and  resolutions  are  the  subject  of  hearings  at  which  members  of 
the  public  are  urged  to  testify.  The  full  Board  does  not  hold  a second  public  hearing  on  measures  which  have 
been  heard  in  committee.

Each  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by  the 
President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City  representatives,  except  that 
public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for  twice  the  amount  of  the  public 
testimony  time  limit.

Each  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by  the 
President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City  representatives,  except  that 
public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for  twice  the  amount  of  the  public 
testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used,  speakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public 
testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting  translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want 
a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for  display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document 
when  they  want  the  screen  to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting.

The  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  The  Board  has 
several  standing  committees  where  ordinances  and  resolutions  are  the  subject  of  hearings  at  which  members  of 
the  public  are  urged  to  testify.  The  full  Board  does  not  hold  a second  public  hearing  on  measures  which  have 
been  heard  in  committee. 

Board  procedures  do  not  permit:  1)  persons  in  the  audience  to  vocally  express  support  or  opposition  to 
statements  by  Supervisors  or  by  other  persons  testifying;  2)  ringing  and  use  of  cell  phones,  pagers,  and  similar 
sound-producing  electronic  devices;  3)  bringing  in  or  displaying  signs  in  the  meeting  room;  and  4)  standing  in 
the  meeting  room. 

Each  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by  the 
President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City  representatives,  except  that 
public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for  twice  the  amount  of  the  public 
testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used,  speakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public 
testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting  translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want 
a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for  display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document 
when  they  want  the  screen  to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting. 

IMPORTANT  INFORMATION:  The  public  is  encouraged  to  testify  at  Committee  meetings.  Persons  unable  to 
attend  the  meeting  may  submit  to  the  City,  by  the  time  the  proceedings  begin,  written  comments  regarding  the 
agenda  items  above.

Board  procedures  do  not  permit:  1)  persons  in  the  audience  to  vocally  express  support  or  opposition  to 
statements  by  Supervisors  or  by  other  persons  testifying;  2)  ringing  and  use  of  cell  phones,  pagers,  and  similar 
sound-producing  electronic  devices;  3)  bringing  in  or  displaying  signs  in  the  meeting  room;  and  4)  standing  in 
the  meeting  room. 

Each  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by  the 
President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City  representatives,  except  that 
public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for  twice  the  amount  of  the  public 
testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used,  speakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public 
testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting  translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want 
a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for  display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document 
when  they  want  the  screen  to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting.
